urther extension of maternity ear* 
during the natal and post-natal per- 
ods and for such other assistance to 
expectant mothers as they may deem 
advisable."

Expectant mothers 
who desired 


be state advice and car* would make 
application directly to the state de- 
partment of health or through local 
boards of health. The applicants 
would agree to accept and carry out 
the Instructions of th* state depart- 
ment of health. 


Section 4 of the bill says: 
"Maternity eases under this act 


shall not b* given to a city or town 
physician in his . or her official ca- 
pacity. 
The recipient of maternity 


care under this act, If remaining at 
home, shall be allowed in all cases to 
choose her own physician, subject to 
said -physician's acceptance of the fee 
schedule for such case*, aad other 
rules and regulations of the state de- 
partment of health governing this 
act."
